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EDITORIAL 

Listen  to  the  Spirit 

^\NE  of  the  blessings  we  enjoy  as  Latter-day  Saints  is  the  privilege  of 
^^  being  guided  and  directed  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  if  our  lives  are  in 
tune  with  the  teachings  of  our  Saviour.  If  we  merit  this  blessing,  we  must 
put  the  Master  where  he  belongs,  in  the  centre  of  our  lives.  We  are  not 
a  people  who  feel  the  importance  of  religion  only  in  times  of  emergency. 

A  church  leader  of  one  denomination  has  said,  "My  own  experience 
as  a  parish  priest  is  that  to  most  people  God  has  no  connection  with  what 
really  concerns  them  day  by  day.  At  best,  he  comes  in  only  at  the  edges 
of  life  —  at  death  or  to  turn  to  in  times  of  tragedy." 

In  contrast  to  this  attitude  of  "most  people"  who  were  within  the 
experience  of  this  church  man,  as  members  of  the  true  church,  we  turn  to 
God  for  daily  guidance  in  making  whatever  decisions  face  us.  Ours  is 
truly  an  everyday  religion.  We  pray  daily  and,  as  the  occasion  demands, 
carry  a  prayer  in  our  hearts  that  we  may  accomplish  the  immediate  need 
which  is  before  us.  We  ask  for  guidance  from  above  in  deciding  what 
we  shall  do  in  regard  to  important  business  decisions.  We  ask  for  help 
with  our  children.  We  pray  for  direction  as  to  what  we  shall  do  and  say 
in  approaching  difficult  problems,  so  that  our  decisions  shall  not  be  ours 
alone  but  shall  have  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

A  Bishop  for  whom  I  have  great  admiration  and  respect  has  said  that 
one  of  the  most  important  scriptures  for  us  to  live  by  is  found  in  Proverbs 
3:5-6,  which  says,  "Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not 
unto  thine  own  understanding.  In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and  he 
shall  direct  thy  paths."  What  greater  blessing  can  we  seek  than  that  the 
Lord  shall  direct  our  paths? 

What  a  wonderful  blessing  it  would  be  if  each  of  us  could  so  live 
that  we  would  feel  the  promptings  of  the  Spirit  in  each  thing  we  do.  We 
would  then  be  doing  the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father  rather  than  doing 
that  which  we  would  will  for  ourselves. 

While  in  the  Second  World  War,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  stationed 
in  Germany.  There  I  met  with  many  of  our  LDS  men,  who  were  in  the 
service  of  their  country.  In  one  of  our  testimony  meetings  one  of  these 
young  men  told  of  an  experience  which  had  recently  befallen,  him.  His 
experience  strengthened  his  own  testimony  and  the  testimonies  of  those 
of  us  who  heard  him.  He  was  a  courier  or  dispatch  carrier  for  the  United 
States  Army. 

On  the  occasion  he  related,  he  was  carrying  a  message  from  an  army 
headquarters  to  one  of  the  commanders  in  the  field.  It  was  under  "black- 
out" conditions  so  that  without  benefit  of  headlights  on  his  jeep,  he  was 
travelling  an  unfamiliar  road  on  a  dark,  moonless  night.  He  related  that 
after  travelling  along  the  road  some  distance,  it  was  as  though  he  heard 
a  voice  within  him  say,  "Stop!"  in  such  definite  manner  that  he  imme- 
diately slammed  on  the  brakes  and  skidded  to  a  halt.  He  got  out  of  the 
jeep  and  to  his  amazement  found  that  the  jeep  had  stopped  with  one  front 
wheel  just  over  the  edge  of  a  precipice.  The  bridge  had  been  blown  up 
which  had  spanned  the  deep  ravine  into  which  the  soldier  would  have  driven 
had  he  not  received  and  heeded  the  prompting  of  the  voice  within  him. 

What  a  blessing  it  would  be  for  each  of  us  to  so  live  that  we  too  might 
be  prompted  by  the  Spirit  and  have  the  good  judgment  to  heed  that  prompt- 
ing. 

Let  each  of  us  strive  to  perfect  our  lives  by  remembering  to  "Trust  in 
the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not  unto  thine  own  understanding. 
In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and  he  shall  direct  thy  paths."

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A  Royal  Priesthood

"TOEHOLD,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord  God,  that  I  will  send  a  famine 
-*-*  in  the  land,  not  a  famine  of  bread,  nor  a  thirst  for  water,  but  of 
hearing  the  words  of  the  Lord: 

"And  they  shall  wander  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  north  even 
to  the  east,  they  shall  run  to  and  fro  to  seek  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and 
shall  not  find  it."    (Amos  8:11-12.) 

The  Son  of  God  was  to  fulfil  His  mission  before  the  ushering  in  of 
this  period  when  the  heavens  would  be  sealed  and  no  word  would  be 
heard  from  God. 

From  the  beginning  righteous  men  have  been  given  the  power  of  God 
of  the  Priesthood,  to  act  in  His  name,  perform  His  ordinances  and  build 
up  His  Kingdom.  In  the  meridian  of  time  the  Son  of  God  came  to  the  earth 
and  established  the  Order  of  the  Priesthood  once  more,  which  contained 
the  truth  of  God  and  the  ordinances  necessary  for  salvation.  But  grievous 
wolves  entered  in  amongst  the  flock  with  the  intention  of  destroying  it. 

After  the  death  of  the  Saviour  and  the  Apostles,  the  power  of  God 
was  withdrawn  from  the  earth  and  the  great  famine  spoken  of  by  the 
Prophet  Amos  commenced. 

For  some  today  the  famine  continues,  for  they  do  not  hear  the  word 
of  the  Lord. 

As  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  we 
announce  with  joy  the  restoration  of  Christ's  Church  to  the  earth.  God  is 
once  more  speaking  from  the  heavens,  and  he  has  once  more  given  His 
power  to  man. 

On  May  15,  1829,  John  the  Baptist,  acting  under  the  direction  of 
Peter,  James  and  John,  conferred  upon  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and 
Oliver  Cowdery  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron.  In  June  of  the  same  year  Peter, 
James  and  John,  the  apostles  of  old,  conferred  the  higher  or  Melchizedek 
Priesthood  upon  the  Prophet  and  his  friend.  Each  year  we  commemorate 
these  glorious  occurrences.  As  in  times  of  old  we  have  become  "a  chosen 
generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people."  (1  Pet. 
2:9).  We  should  praise  the  Lord  because  He  has  called  us  out  of  darkness 
into  His  marvellous  light. 

When  we  realize  that  the  male  membership  of  the  Church  may  aspire 
through  worthiness  to  the  obtaining  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  we 
understand  just  why  we  are  a  royal  priesthood. 

The  Apostle  Orson  Pratt  gave  us  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
Priesthood  when  he  said: 

"The  Priesthood  of  God  is  the  great  supreme,  legal  authority  that 
governs  the  inhabitants  of  all  redeemed  and  glorified  worlds.  In  it  is  in- 
cluded all  power  to  create  worlds,  to  ordain  fixed  and  permanent  laws, 
for  the  regulation  of  the  materials  in  all  their  varied  operations,  whether 
acting  as  particles,  as  masses,  as  worlds,  or  as  clusters  of  worlds.  It  is 
that  power  that  formed  minerals,  the  vegetables,  and  the  animals  in  all 
their  infinite  varieties  which  exist  upon  our  Globe." 

In  a  revelation  on  Priesthood,  given  through  Joseph  Smith  the  Prophet 
at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  on  March  28,   1835,  the  Lord  said: 

"There  are,  in  the  church,  two  priesthoods,  namely,  the  Melchizedek 
and  Aaronic,  including  the  Levitical  Priesthood. 

"Why  the  first  is  called  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  is  because  Mel- 
chizedek was  such  a  great  high  priest. 
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"Before  his  day  it  was  called  the  Holy  Priesthood,  after  the  Order  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

"But  out  of  respect  or  reverence  to  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Being, 
to  avoid  the  too  frequent  repetition  of  His  name,  they,  the  church,  in 
ancient  days,  called  that  priesthood  after  Melchizedek,  or  the  Melchizedek 
Priesthood."     (D&C  107:1-4.) 

We  are  told  that  the  rights  of  the  Priesthood  are  inseparably  connected 
with  the  powers  of  heaven,  and  that  the  powers  of  Heaven  can  only  be 
controlled   and   handled  upon  principles   of  righteousness. 

It  has  been  mentioned  that  male  members  of  the  Church  may  aspire 
to  the  obtaining  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood.  In  fact  it  may  be  said 
that  it  is  essential  for  male  members  of  the  Church  to  obtain  the  Melchi- 
zedek Priesthood  for  their  salvation  and  exaltation.  For  it  is  by  the 
righteous  exercising  of  this  power  that  they  may  aspire  to  godhood  and 
have  their  families  joined  with  them  in  this  high  calling.  It  is  by  the  rights 
of  the  Priesthood  that  Melchizedek  Priesthood  holder  assumes  his  rightful 
place  in  the  family  unit.  It  is  his  responsibility  to  see  that  his  family  are 
both  physically  and  spiritually  well-fed.  The  husbands  right  to  preside  in 
the  home  is  aptly  illustrated  by  the  following  quote: 

"The  patriarchal  order  has  its  divine  spirit  and  purpose,  and  those 
who  disregard  it  under  one  pretext  or  another  are  out  of  harmony  with 
the  spirit  of  God's  laws  as  they  are  ordained  for  recognition  in  the  home. 
It  is  not  merely  a  question  of  who  is  perhaps  the  best  qualified.  Neither 
is  it  wholly  a  question  of  who  is  living  the  most  worthy  life.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion largely  of  law  and  order  .  .  ."  (Priesthood  and  Church  Government, 
page  83.) 

When  the  husband  holds  the  Priesthood,  his  role  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  family  is  doubly  important.  "In  the  church  no  adjustment 
can  be  made.  The  Priesthood  always  presides  and  must,  for  the  sake  of 
order.  The  women  of  a  congregation  of  auxiliary  —  many  of  them  —  may 
be  wiser,  far  greater  in  mental  powers,  even  greater  in  actual  power  of 
leadership  than  the  men  who  preside  over  them.  That  signifies  nothing. 
The  Priesthood  is  not  bestowed  on  the  basis  of  mental  power  but  is  given 
to  good  men  and  they  exercise  it  by  right  of  divine  gift,  called  upon  by 
the  leaders  of  the  Church.  Woman  has  her  gift  of  equal  magnitude,  and 
that  is  bestowed  on  the  simple  and  weak  as  well  as  upon  those  who  are 
great  and  strong.  Sex  enters  here  and  is  indisputable.  It  is  eternal,  so  why 
quarrel  with  it?  A  wiser  power  than  any  on  earth  understands  why  a 
spirit  in  the  far  off  beginning  was  male  or  female.  On  earth  there  is  wait- 
ing work  for  each  to  do."    (Priesthood  and  Church  Government,  page  90.) 

It  is  the  duty  of  a  Priesthood  holder  to  preside  in  his  home  '"n 
righteousness  and  together  with  his  counselor,  his  wife,  to  strive  by  example 
to  have  his  family  follow  in  the  paths  which  will  lead  them  to  eternal  life 
and  exaltation.  In  carrying  forth  his  duties  he  should  remember: 

"No  power  or  influence  can  or  ought  to  be  maintained  by  virtue  of 
the  priesthood,  only  by  persuasion,  by  long-suffering,  by  gentleness  and 
meekness,  and  by  love  unfeigned; 

"By  kindness,  and  pure  knowledge,  which  shall  greatly  enlarge  the 
soul  without  guile  — 

"Reproving  betimes  with  sharpness,  when  moved  upon  by  the  Holy 
Ghost;  and  then  showing  forth  afterwards  an  increase  of  love  toward  him 
whom  thou  hast  reproved,  lest  he  esteem  thee  to  be  his  enemy; 

"That  he  may  know  that  thy  faithfulness  is  stronger  than  the  cords 
of  death. 

"Let  thy  bowels  also  be  full  of  charity  towards  all  men,  and  to  the 
household  of  faith,  and  let  virtue  garnish  thy  thoughts  unceasingly;  then 
shall  thy  confidence  wax  strong  in  the  presence  of  God;  and  the  doctrine 
of  the  priesthood  shall  distil  upon  thy  soul  as  the  dews  from  heaven.

Scouting  in  South  Africa 

^COUTING  had  its  official  beginning  in  1907,  when  Lord  Baden-Powell 
^  tried  his  ideas  on  scouting  at  an  experimental  camp  on,  Brownsea 
Island,  in  England.  The  next  year  he  published  a  book  reporting  the  results 
of  this  trial  called.  "Scouting  for  Boys."  However,  Baden-Powell's  interest 
in  scouting  was  developed  long  before  the  publishing  of  his  book.  His 
earlier  life  includes  experiences  such  as  taking  part  in  the  Bechuanaland 
Expedition  in  1884,  serving  as  an  Intelligence  Officer  in  the  war  against 
Dinizulu,  going  on  an  expedition  to  Matabeleland,  and  organizing  a  police 
force  at  Mafeking  during  the  South  African  War.  Certainly  these  ex- 
periences played  an  important  role  in  bringing  about  the  eventual  in- 
stitution of  the  Scouting  Movement. 

It  seems  only  proper  that  with  the  South  African  heritage  that  Scouting 
has,  there  should  be  a  very  strong  Scouting  programme  here.  Recently, 
under  the  urging  of  our  Mission  Presidents,  several  of  the  branches  of  the 
Church  here  in  South  Africa  have  established  their  own  Scout  troops. 
Now,  the  strength  of  this  programme  and  the  benefits  it  can  give  to  our 
boys  is  being  felt  throughout  the  Mission.

THE  GREATEST  GIFT

I  AM  a  father.  I  share  this  popular  title  with  millions.  I  would  like  to 
do  some  thinking  with  all  of  the  fathers  within  range  of  my  voice 
this  morning,  and  we  sincerely  invite  the  rest  of  the  family  to  listen  in. 
Dads,  do  realize  that  we  have  had  one  of  the  truly  great  compliments  of 
the  ages  bestowed  upon  us?  It  has  been  wisely  stated  that  "to  be  trusted 
is  a  greater  compliment  than  to  be  loved." 

As  choice  young  spirits  have  been  sent  into  our  charge,  the  sacred 
trust  that  I  refer  to  has  been  bestowed  by  Heavenly  Father.  I  would  like 
to  have  all  fathers  join  me  this  morning  as  we  contemplate  the  obligations 
associated  with  this  great  blessing  of  fatherhood. 

Who  among  us  fathers  would  not  thrill  at  the  prospect  of  our  son 
recording  of  us  as  a  boy  prophet  recorded  more  than  2,500  years  ago : 
".  .  .  having  been  born  of  goodly  parents"  (1  Nephi  1:1),  or  perhaps  this 
recording  from  the  pen  of  our  modern-day  Prophet,  Joseph  Smith,  Jun.. 
as  he  said,  "...  I  love  my  father  and  his  memory;  and  the  memory  of 
his  noble  deeds  rests  with  ponderous  weight  upon  my  mind,  and  many  of 
his  kind  and  parental  words  to  me  are  written  on  the  tablet  of  my  heart. .  . 

"Words  and  language  are  inadequate  to  express  the  gratitude  that  I 
owe  to  God  for  having  given  me  so  honorable  a  parentage."  (DHC  5, 
see  pp.   125-126) 

Such  an  expression  of  gratitude  from  one  of  our  sons  could  hardly 
be  expected,  much  less  appreciated,  without  some  real  effort  on  our  part 
in  order  to  merit  it. 

So  how  about  it,  dads?  Let's  put  our  heads  together  for  just  a  few 
minutes  and  determine  some  ways  to  improve  our  contribution  to  the 
partnership  we  have  with  God  the  Eternal  Father  in  guiding  the  destiny  of 
human  souls,  in  this  case,  our  sons. 

Let  us  place  first  things  first  and  mention  love  as  the  prime  ingre- 
dient. I  rather  think  that  Heavenly  Father  would  like  the  idea  of  love 
heading  our  list,  for  his  Only  Begotten,  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  had 
unlimited  capacity  for  love.  This  single  trait  of  love  was  most  typical  of 
his  brief  mortal  ministry. 

In  this  day  the  Lord  has  revealed  his  will  to  us  concerning  our  ap- 
proach to  one  another,  and  I  cannot  think  of  a  single  reason  why  it 
should  not  apply  especially  to  the  father-son  relationship.  He  speaks  of 
using  our  power  and  influence,  ".  .  .  only  by  persuasion,  by  longsuffering, 
by  gentleness  and  meakness,  and  by  love  unfeigned; 

'By  kindness,  and  pure  knowledge,  which  shall  greatly  enlarge  the 
soul  without  hypocrisy,  and  without  guile — "  (D&C  121:41-42). 

In  acknowledging  God's  patience  with  the  children  of  Israel,  Nehemiah 
described  God  as  ".  .  .  ready  to  pardon,  gracious  and  merciful,  slow  to 
anger,  and  of  great  kindness."  (Neh.  9:17). 

The  Saviour  became  upset  and  overwrought  on  at  least  one  very  try- 
ing occasion.  Do  you  remember  the  episode  in  the  temple  as  he  drove 
out  the  money  changers?  This  is  compatible  with  his  continued  advice  as 
he  justifies  you  and  me:  "Reproving  betimes  with  sharpness,  when  moved 
upon  by  the  Holy  Ghost;  and  then  showing  forth  afterwards  an  increase 
of  love  towards  him  whom  thou  hast  reproved,  lest  he  esteem  thee  to  be 
his  enemy";   (D&C  121:43). 
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All  boys  seem  to  have  a  favourite  game.  They  play  it  most  of  the  time 
without  even  realizing  it.  It  is  called  "Follow  the  Leader"  and,  dads, 
whether  we  like  it  or  not,  this  is  the  way  it  is.  So  maybe  we  had  better 
decide  right  here  and  now  to  lead  right.  Can  we  constanly  break  promises 
and  teach  our  sons  integrity?  Sneak  an  occasional  falsehood  and  expect 
undeviating  truth  from  them? 

When  was  the  last  time  you  found  your  son  looking  up  at  you  with 
that  look  of  complete  admiration  and  confidence?  To  them,  dad  is  per- 
fection, and  we  should  do  nothing  to  betray  the  trust  and  faith  that  is 
theirs  in  us. 

We  now  find  ourselves  in  a  great  age  of  acceleration,  a  turn,  to  the 
left  or  right,  however  slight,  can  be  of  great  consequence.  Surely  a  five 
degree  deviation  travelling  down  the  road  behind  old  dobbin  was  not  a 
serious  miscalculation,  and  there  was  plenty  of  time  to  pull  the  reins  and 
set  things  right.  Travelling  down  the  modern  highway  of  life  calls  for 
strict  attention  to  detail,  for  a  slight  deviation  of  our  course  can  spell 
disaster  in  the  fraction  of  a  second.  Ours  is  the  most  volatile  age  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  How  important  it  is  that  we  train  well  to  follow  the 
white  line,  to  hold  fast  to  the  iron  rod  spoken  of  by  President  Tanner. 

Our   sons   are  sent   to  us  from 
our  Heavenly  Father's  presence  as 
free  agents  to  be  taught  and  per- 
f^  -iji  i  suaded  —  yes,   to   be  forced  and 

driven  like  cattle  —  never!  It  was 
r"1  established  even  before  the  foun- 

dations of  the  earth  what  the  pat- 
tern should  be.  In  that  great 
council  attended  by  you  and  me 
along  with  the  hosts  of  heaven, 
we  are  told  that  Satan's  plan  of 
force  and  dictatorial  power  was 
rejected.  Instead  a  plan  of  free- 
dom and  personal  choice  was  de- 
cided upon,  and  so  it  must  be  in 
all  of  our  human  relationships.  We 
have  often  heard,  "You  can  lead 
*r$  a   horse  to   water,   but  you   can't 

Y"  made  him  drink." 

No,  dads,  let's  face  it.  The 
methods  of  compulsion  and  dictatorship  are  not  compatible  with  the 
Lord's  plan,  but  rather  kindly  persuasion  through  love  and  patience  as 
expressed  by  the  poet: 

"Know  this,  that  every  soul  is  free, 
To  choose  his  life  and  what  he'll  be; 
For  this  eternal  truth  is  given 
That  God  will  force  no  man  to  heaven."

Now  getting  back  to  the  horse  that  wouldn't  drink,  someone  has  said, 
"Well,  he  just  didn't  know  he  was  thirsty,"  so  we  had  to  convince  him. 
Here  we  get  into  the  area  of  communication.  If  there  is  one  major  pro- 
blem in  the  world  today,  it  is  a  lack  of  proper  communication.  It  is  not 
only  the  cause  of  international  unrest,  but  also  family  disunity. 

At  this  very  moment,  communication  satellites  circle  the  globe,  and 
experimental  testing  goes  on  at  a  feverish  rate  so  that  nations  will  be  able 
to  talk  to  nations  both  audibly  and  visually  in  our  day.  To  eliminate  gross 
misunderstanding  that  might  trigger  an  atomic  bomb  without  true  cause, 
we  read  of  a  hot  line  from  Moscow  to  Washington,  and  you  can  be  sure 
that  understanding  would  be  checked  very  thoroughly  before  anyone 
pushes  a  button  that  would  send  the  world  reeling  into  an  atomic  war. 
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Are  we  taking  as  much  pain  to  see  that  our  family  communications 
are  unrestricted  and  static  free?  Have  you  ever  had  the  experience  of  a 
hurried  word  that  was  misunderstood  only  to  find  out  later  that  feelings 
resulted  due  to  a  misinterpretation  of  the  true  meaning? 

I  heard  of  a  father  who  decided  to  leave  the  car  home  on  Sunday 
morning  so  he  and  his  boy  could  enjoy  a  brisk  walk  to  church.  Even 
more  stimulating  than  the  exercise  which  they  both  needed  very  much  was 
the  opportunity  for  casual  conversation  and  the  resulting  understanding 
that  grew  between  them.  A  new  warm  father-son  relationship  that  had 
been,  slipping  away  rather  rapidly  was  firmly  re-established. 

Are  we  too  busy  for  a  Pack  meeting,  dads?  Too  little  time  for  a  few 
minutes  of  ball-throwing  before  dinner  perhaps?  Is  it  inconvenient  for 
you  to  rough  it  for  just  one  night  at  fathers'  and  Sons'  outing?  Maybe 
we  are  just  too  busy  —  yes,  even  with  church  work  —  sometimes  we 
might  become  too  busy. 

Any  red-blooded  father  would  throw  back  his  shoulders  and  say,  "I'd 
give  my  life  for  my  family,"  but,  dads,  are  we  willing  to  give  up  our 
favourite  TV  show  in,  the  meantime?  How  about  it,  dads;  are  we  just  a 
little  selfish  sometimes  when  it  comes  to  putting  first  things  first?  Let's 
think  in  terms  of  the  little  day-to-day  niceties  and  not  so  much  about  the 
spectacular  gesture  "some  day."  Just  as  surely  as  night  follows  the  day, 
no  man  will  ever  make  the  big  sacrifice  without  first  the  little  sacrifices 
along  the  way. 

From  the  beginning  of  time,  dad  has  been  designated  as  the  head  of 
the  family.  This  is  further  amplified  in  the  teachings  of  the  Priesthood.  The 
father  who  holds  the  priesthood  becomes  the  president  of  the  head  of 
his  family  unit  as  long  as  he  maintains  himself  worthy  of  that  sacred 
trust.  As  president  of  this  most  important  corporation  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord,  all  fathers  must  find  time  to  give  to  it. 

Time  is  always  so  precious.  Can  we  ever  find  all  the  hours  necessary 
to  earn  a  living,  do  our  church  work,  and  be  a  good  father?  The  answer 
is  yes,  but  not  without  some  organization  and  planning.  As  we  seek  for 
every  available  minute  to  accomplish  our  important  responsibilities,  may 
I  pass  on  just  one  idea  given  me  by  a  father  who  utilizes  the  dinner  hour 
as  a  time  for  better  family  communications,  not  in  a  direct  businesslike 
way  but  rather  in  an  indirect  but  preplanned  way.  The  dinner  table  dis- 
cussion is  guided  skilfully  into  those  areas  thought  most  important  by 
mother  and  dad.  The  children  are  not  even  aware  of  what  is  happening, 
and  with  proper  forethought  on  some  subjects  that  would  be  of  interest 
to  all,  plus  perhaps  a  thought-provoking  question,  to  get  things  moving, 
this  family  found  itself  deeply  engrossed  in  interesting,  stimulating  con- 
versation with  a  greater  feeling  of  unity  than  ever  before.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  mother  of  this  family  reports  a  wonderful  by-product  of 
the  plan.  Conversation  became  so  engrossing  and  so  involved  that  it  com- 
pletely eliminated  the  bickering  and  contention  that  was  usually  a  part 
of  the  dinner  hour. 

Now  in  all  of  our  talking  during  these  past  few  moments,  most  has 
been  said  about  father  and  son.  Practically  everything  expressed  could  also 
be  said  about  mother  and  daughter  or  father  and  daughter,  and  as  far  as 
that  goes,  mother  and  son.  As  a  bishopric,  we  are  always  impressed  with 
President  McKays  kindly  admonition.  As  we  find  ourselves  at  times 
carried  away  with  the  boys'  programmes  of  the  Church,  he  leans  forward 
with  that  twinkle  in  his  eye  and  in  a  very  kindly  way  reminds  us,  "And, 
brethren,  girls  of  corresponding  ages,"  and  so  we  would  remind  all  of  the 
brethren  not  to  forget  girls  of  corresponding  ages. 

Today  is  a  wonderful  day,  made  possible  through  thousands  of  intelli- 
gent people  with  proper  attitudes.  The  world  today  is  the  product  of 
mothers  and  dads  of  yesterday.  Our  thinking,  our  judgment,  our  spirituality 
are  largely  the  product  of  their  good  example.   Now  on  the  horizon  we 
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see  tomorrow  sparkling  and  bright,  offering  a  challenge  to  our  sons  and 
our  daughters,  a  challenge  that  exceeds  anything  the  world  has  ever 
known.  The  attitudes,  the  leadership,  the  spirituality  of  that  day  will  be 
in  direct  measures  a  reflection  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  parental  guidance 
we  offer  today. 

Boys,  "Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother:  that  thy  days  may  be  long 
upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee."  (Exod.  20:12)  Dads, 
let's  not  wait  for  the  more  convenient  time  that  never  seems  to  come.  Give 
that  boy  the  guidance  that  only  you  can  give  as  Heavenly  Father  intended 
it.  Don't  think  about  the  great  day  way  off  in  eternity  sometime  when 
you  will  give  your  life.  That  boy  will  settle  for  a  few  minutes  here,  and 
an  hour  there,  and  every  once  in,  a  while  perhaps  a  full  day.  An  unknown 
poet  has  said  it  better  than  I: 

"What    is   this    gift    you    will    give    your    boy? 
A  glamorous  game,  a  tinselled  toy, 
A  whittling  knife,  a  puzzle  pack, 

A  train  that  runs  on  a  curving  track? 

A  boy  Scout  book,  a  real  live  pet? 

No,  there's  plenty  of  time  for  such  things  yet. 

Give  him  a  day  for  his  very  own  — 
Just  your  boy  and  his  dad  alone: 

A  walk  in  the  woods,  a  game  in  the  park. 

A  fishing  trip  from  dawn  to  dark; 

Give  him  the  gift  to  thrill  any  lad 

The  total  companionship  of  his  very  own  dad. 

Games  are  outgrown,  and  toys  decay, 

But  he'll  never  forget  if  you  give  him  a  day!" 

May  we  provide  this  time  as  our  Heavenly  Father  would  have  us.  I 
pray  in  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  Amen  *

Fathers'  and  Sons'  Outing

l^OT  far  off  a  busy  road  just  beyond  a  traffic  circle,  an  island  of  beauty 
-^  with  gushing  fountains  spraying  forth  clear  streams  of  water  that 
scattered  with  the  wind  to  form  swaying  white  frothy  plumes,  there  is  an 
open  field  with  sandy  roads,  green  lush  grass  and  groves  of  trees  with  hills 
beyond.  It  was  here,  before  sun-up  one  Saturday  that  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood brethren  with  their  fathers,  the  fathers  with  their  sons,  met  to  com- 
memorate that  day  when  he  who  baptised  the  Saviour  visited  Joseph  Smith 
and  Oliver  Cowdery  and  bestowed  upon,  them  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron. 

The  early  morning  was  chilly,  the  grass  soaked  with  dew  and  the  sun 
just  beginning  to  peep  over  the  hill  when  a  simple  prayer  was  offered  up. 
A  fire  just  began  to  beat  the  battle  of  dampness  and  men  and  boys  cooked 
their  breakfast  or  finished  off  their  "pad-kos",  standing  around  in  groups 
with  an  air  of  anticipation  —  what  was  going  to  be  the  programme  of 
the  day? 

Soon  it  began,  the  fun  and  games.  Ropes  were  tugged,  victors  were 
selected  —  losers  cheering  them  on.  Putts  were  thrown,  shins  were  kicked 
in  soccer  games,  wood  was  chopped,  balls  were  caught  and  missed,  chal- 
lenges were  issued,  acceptances  echoed  with  good  natured  rebuffs  which 
were  shrugged  off.  The  end  to  this  came  with  the  panting,  puffing  papas 
collapsing  in  a  heap  under  a  grove  of  trees. 

Silence  settled  down  in  that  field  under  the  trees.  A  song  was  sung 
and  a  prayer  offered  up  in  appreciation  for  what  had  been  and  blessings 
asked  upon  that  which  was  to  come.  A  brother  spoke  of  love,  of  unity  in 
the  home,  of  the  change  with  which  the  Priesthood  had  blessed  his  home 
A  young  boy  told  of  his  hopes  yet  to  come  as  he  one  day  would  be  called 
to  bear  the  Priesthood,  and  of  all  he  looked  forward  to.  His  father  replied. 
One  could  sense  the  joy  and  pride  in  his  voice,  knowing  one  day  he  could, 
by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  give  this  blessing  and  responsibility  unto  his 
son.  The  spirit  there  that  morning  was  wonderful.  Thoughts  unspoken 
mingled  and  took  the  saints  high  up  into  the  realms  of  glory  of  the  know- 
ledge that  here  was  the  authority  given  once  again  to  man  to  act  in  His 
name. 

The  simple  sincere  service  was  brought  to  a  close  with  another  prayer. 
The  brethren  seemed  loathe  to  move  and  disturb  the  peace  and  harmony 
of  the  moment,  but  a  challenge  of  the  sons  to  beat  the  fathers  in  a  40- 
yard  dash  was  issued  and  in  the  ensuing  melee  appetites  were  worked  up 
to  a  keen  point. 

Lunch  was  cooked  over  the  fires  and  we  all  knew  then  what  the 
orange,  egg  and  potato  were  for.  Eggs  were  cooked  in  the  hollowed  halves 
of  scooped  out  orange  skins  or  within  the  hollow  of  a  potato.  Wors  and 
steak  were  braaied  along  with  many  varied  other  appetizing  —  appalling  — 
dishes.  The  wood  smoke,  the  smell  of  open  air  cooking  intermingled  with 
the  calls  of  the  birds  and  buzzing  of  the  insects  made  the  cares  of  everyday 
life  seem  very  remote. 

Lunch  was  over  and  two  by  two,  man  and  boy,  went  for  a  tramp 
up  a  hill  covered  with  loose  rocks  with  creepy  crawly  things  scurrying 
out  from  under  them  into  the  tangled  grasses.  Thorny  shrubs  tugged  at 
the  clothing  and  dried  weeds  and  brush  were  trampled  under  the  feet. 
The  summit  was  reached  and  before  us  stood  the  beautiful  city  of  Pretoria 
with  the  pink  Union  Buildings  dominating  the  scene.  To  the  left  was  a 
railway  line  with  a  monument  beyond,  an  edifice  erected  to  bring  to 
memory  those  great  men  who  had  come  before  with  their  families  to  make

A  Missionary  Toot

BECAUSE  of  the  vast  area  and  lack  of  missionaries  in  the  South  African 
Mission,  there  has  constantly  been  the  need  of  new  and  more  effec- 
tive ways  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  the  people  of  South  Africa.  In  an  effort 
to  reach  more  people  in  less  time  and  to  contact  those  people  more 
effectively,  emphasis  has  recently  been  placed  on  the  Agricultural  Shows 
held  throughout  the  country.  During  the  past  three  months,  members  and 
missionaries  have  co-operated  in  putting  on  exhibits  in  three  of  these 
shows. 

The  first  was  the  Cape  Town  or  Goodwood  Agricultural  Show.  This 
show  is  an  annual  event  and  is  said  to  be  second  only  to  the  Rand  Easter 
Show  in,  size  and  quality.  The  show  ran  from  the  evening  of  February  23 
through  and  including  March  4.  It  was  open  each  day  from  10.00  a.m.  to 
10.00  p.m.,  during  which  time  the  Cape  missionaries  and  many  of  the 
members  were  able  to  bear  their  testimonies  to  an  average  of  one  hundred 
people  per  day.  Inside  the  booth  the  people  could  sit  and  watch  a  film 
about  science  and  religion  or  alternatively  one  about  the  Tabernacle  Choir. 
Between  films  those  interested  were  taken  through  the  booth,  and  the 
message  of  the  Restoration  was  explained  to  each  of  them  by  one  of  the 
missionaries. 

As  the  Cape  Town  Show  was  coming  to  a  close,  another  "Mormon 
Pavilion"  was  being  set  up  in,  Queenstown.  This  year,  as  well  as  last. 
Brother  Shelver  was  a  tremendous  aid  in  arranging  the  display  for  the 
Queenstown  Agricultural  Show,  which  serves  not  only  Queenstown,  but 
also    the  border   cities   of   East   London,    Port  Alfred,    Kingwilliamstown.

Farmers  from  all  over  the 
Eastern  Cape  attended  the 
show,  thus  enabling  us  to 
visit  with  them  and  explain 
the  gospel  message  to  them. 

The  members  and  mission- 
aries of  the  Free  State  also 
had  a  very  successful  "Pavi- 
lion" in  the  Central  Agricul- 
tural Show  at  Bloemfontein. 
Through  the  efforts  of 
Brother  Fripp  and  Brother 
Driskel  a  booth  was  built  in 
sections  which  can  be  re- 
assembled for  use  in  exhibits 
to    come.    All    of   the    Elders 

in  the  Free  State  District  took  part  in  the  operation  of  the  booth 
throughout  the  nine  days  it  was  in  operation,  beginning  March  31  and 
continuing  through  April  8. 

In  each  of  these  three  shows  films  were  shown  to  attract  the  attention 
of  the  people  and  in  interest  them  into  entering  the  booth.  Inside,  the 
story  of  the  Church  was  beautifully  depicted  by  posters,  charts,  and  flip- 
boards.  The  displays  included  the  story  of  ancient  prophets  and  their 
predictions  of  the  falling  away  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  of  the 
Restoration.  Then  the  story  of  the  Church  in  our  day  was  introduced  by 
pictures  of  modern  prophets  and  displays  telling  of  the  life  and  experiences 
of  Joseph  Smith.  Finally,  there  were  pictures  displaying  the  position  of 
the  Church  in  the  world  today. 

An  area  was  reserved  in 
each  booth  for  the  Book  of 
Mormon  display.  Close  to  one 
hundred  copies  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  were  placed  in 
the  three  shows.  Other  Church 
books  of  interest  were  also 
put  on  display.  Pamphlets  and 
referral  cards  were  handed  to 
all  who  were  interested  so 
that  they  could  have  the  ad- 
dresses of  all  the  chapels  and 
could  send  back  their  com- 
ments. Many  referrals  were 
received  from  those  interes- 
ted in  hearing  more  about  the 
Church. 

These  exhibits  have  helped 
to    place    the    Church's   name 

and  image  in  the  eye  of  the  South  African  public.  Several  people  have 
expressed  interest  in  the  Church  that  possibly  would  never  have  been  con- 
tacted by  the  missionaries.  Surely  the  greater  the  number  of  people  who 
are  contacted  in  this  way  and  in  others,  the  greater  will  be  in  the  number 
of  those  who  are  searching  for  the  truth  who  will  find  it.

Quilting  Introduced  in  SA

ABOUT  eighteen  months 
ago  an  investigator  and 
myself  visited  Sister  Eunice 
Snow  at  the  Mission  Home. 
She  showed  us  the  loveliest 
cot  quilt  that  she  had  made. 
We  had  never  seen  anything 
like  it  before,  and  the  very 
fact  that  every  stitch  was 
done  by  hand  fascinated  us 
even   more. 

Every  now  and  again  this 
dear  lady  would  contact  us 
to  help  her  complete  the  quilts 
which  were  to  be  taken 
around  to  show  to  the  diffe- 
rent Relief  Societies  in  the 
Mission    field. 

Sister  Snow  had  some  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  filler,  but 
with  much  perseverence  and 
the  help  of  others  managed 
to  get  reject  stockings  and 
waste  from  a  factory  in  Natal. 
These  reject  stockings  had  to 

be  cut  and  placed  onto  the  material  layer  upon  layer,  which  proved  to  be 
difficult  sewing  through,  but  nevertheless  a  most  fascinating  hobby.  We 
then  realized  that  Sister  Snow  wanted  to  share  this  wonderful  talent  with 
us  all. 

By  now  we  were  so  enthused  that  a  star  quilt  was  put  up  in  my 
home.  My  neighbours  showed  such  interest  that  one  in  particular,  an 
eighteen  year  old  girl,  had  the  desire  to  make  one  for  her  trousseau,  and 
with  the  help  of  her  brothers  did  this  so  well  that  she  was  advised  to 
enter  it  in  the  Randburg  Hobbies  Show,  where  she  was  awarded  second 
prize.  The  Mayor  of  Randburg  said  that  this  quilt  was  the  most  original 
work  of  art  he  had  ever  seen. 

Finally,  Sister  Dallender  from  Cape  Town  provided  Sister  Snow  with 
filler  that  looked  like  imported  dacron,  and  also  with  the  softest  material 
in  the  most  delicate  colours,  which  when  combined  made  outstanding  bed- 
spreads. 

Quilting,  of  course,  as  so  many  home  activities,  requires  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  priesthood.  In  this  case  a  suitable  frame  has  to  be  built,  but 
once  your  husband  has  slept  under  one  of  these  quilts  he  will  be  com- 
pletely sold  on  the  idea,  and  will  have  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  frame 
made.  Some  husbands  go  even  further:  they  get  so  enthusiastic  that  they 
spend  hours  drawing  the  designs  on  the  material. 

I  am  sure  the  sisters  from  the  various  branches  who  have  completed 
quilts  have  found  as  much  joy  in  quilting  as  we  have  found,  and  feel  sure, 
as  we  do,  that  this  art  will  never  die  out  in  this  country.  What  wonderful 
friends  I  have  made  while  quilting.  I  am  indeed  grateful  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  who  has  enabled  me  to  spread  the  gospel  in  this  way.
